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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The objection to the specification is withdrawn. Applicant appears satisfied with 
the grammar. 

Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 14, outlined in the previous Office Action, has been 
overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment corrects the claim text as 
appropriate. 

112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claim 22 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, outlined in the 
previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. The examiner 
points out for clarity of the record that the claims of the previous claim set were 
misnumbered after claim 20 (i.e. there were two claim 20's). The instant claim set has 
the claims properly numbered. Applicant has clarified the claim language of the 
appropriate claim (instant claim 23) in the latest amendment. 

Double Patenting Rejections Withdrawn 

The provisional double patenting rejection of claims 12-23 (which because of the 
claim misnumbered should have been claims 12-24), outlined in the previous Office 
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Art Unit: 1621 

Action, has been overcome by applicant's submission of an acceptable Terminal 
Disclaimer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-24 are allowed for reasons of record.
